Henley-on-Thames, July 8. — The 

training of the crews entered for the 
grand challeiigo cup race, which takee 
[)lace next week at the Henley regatta, 
ia about completed, although souie of 
them during the next day or two will 
undergo theirfinishing touches. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that the race for the 
grand trophy will be won by the Lean- 
der, New College or Yale, with the 
Thames crew having a good lead for 
fourth place. In the estimation of com- 
petent critics. Trinity College and the 
Jxtndon Rowing Oltib are considered 
out of the race, the lat- 
ter because they are far behind 
their form of other years, the former 
because for some reason unexplained 
they have fallen oil' remarkahiy from 
the performance of a week ago. There 
are several factors which are not to be 
overlooked in forecasting the chances of 
the different crews. The New College 
men are uiuiuestionably somewhat over- 
trained. There ia an undercurrent of 
feeling here to-day fed by the press that 
if Vale wins it wiil he because 5Ir, Cook 
copied the Lni;lish style of rowing with 
a really good crew, and that if Yale 
loses it will be because they had not had 
time to adopt the English style. 

"Cornell," said Mr. Cooper, secretary 
of the regatta committee, " pursued a 
suspicious policy before unknown in 
Henley crews. They declined invita- 
tions aa if they suspected they would be 
jioisoiicd. Yale on the contrary seems 
one <d' ns and has met iia in the same 
spirit. We arc with them m manners 
aiid men, and they are not looking for 
traps ami tricks on every side. If they 
win it will he a great thing for Henley, 
as we suppose Harvard will not i Bcrap])ing for ollic' 
be satisfied and perhaps other ' '" ' ' 
colleges will not be content until 
they add a victory at Henley to 
their home triumphs. But even if Yale 
sin'ciimba we trust that it will not be 
long before we see her blui! " Y " again, 
and if Yule wins you may be sure there 
will be no begrudging her the victory 
among the defeated crews. 

' ' This is the keynote of the feeling at 
IK'iiley, and it is repeated among 
tlie Leandcrs, Trinity Hall and 
.New College men no less than among 
the watermen and the towpatli loafers. 
The Yiile men work better together than 
any of ttie crews, and I cannot under- 
stand why they do not cover more 
water than tlicy <lo. After watching 
tliem carefully, I have reached the 
concliiHion that the fault lies witli 
their |)a[)er biiat. It ia not as rigid as 
oar cedar boats and if Vale is defeated 
I believe it will be because while the 
paper boat is much better than anj' 
American hnilt i^edar boat, it is not 
ecjual to the English cedar boat." 

This view is shared by the watermen 
in charge of the boat bouses. Cook will 
express no opinion as to the cibances of 
tbe Yale crew and the men maintained 
the same attitude of reserve bat they all 
seem to be quietly confident.

Laurier has decided not to include any 
British Columbian in the cabinet which 
he expects to form, he has found the 
easiest solution of tlie diiUculty which 
the Liberals of that province have been 
makine for him. Ever since it was 
made public that each of tbe four elected 
Liberals has all the rest for rivals, 
the activity of the friends of the 
regpeetive claimants bas been redoubled. 
Simultaneously with the intimation that 
young Mr. Mclnnes had 'started for the 
Cnjjital to personally urge thechiimaof 
his family u new candidate for the honor 
and emoluments has ajjjiearcd in the 
person of Jlr. William Teinpleman. 
From a statement published in 
the Ottawa Journal" by that 
gentleman's faithful servitor the 
Times correspondent, it seems that 
Mr. 'reiiipleniau has wired to say that 
Col. Prior's election is to be protested, 
and that as soon as he can unseat the 
Colonel Mr. Templeman will himself be 
elected, when presumably he will be 
ready for appointment as controller or to 
take any other position in sight.

" Tbe free silver men will have (Control 
of the convention," he said, " and it ia, 
we think, to our beat interests to wind 
lip the business of the convention iu one 
day. The single gold standard men will, 
of course light for delay. It is to their 
interest to spar for wind, as sporting 
men would say. They have i\b hope of 
controlling the convention, but it is 
their desire to procrastinate. They 
want to divert the platform from 
a 10 to 1 basis to some sort of mud- 
dled compromise. Were we to let the 
convention remain in session several 
days, thev might do this. The Wall 
street and Standard Oil interests have 
iiifiueiico far-reaching and powerful. 
But the free silver men are in the ma- 
jority, and will never permit a small 
minority lo dictate terins." 

Aa to the poaitionof temporary or per- 
manent chairman the governor siud ho 
tlid not want either. " It was what 
might be called clever politics," lie con- 
tinued, "for the goldhug pajiers to 
boom me for the honor. They knew 
it would tend to arouse a spirit 
of jealousy among Deinocrata. 
It would give tlieui a chance to 
say I was hogging everything and gave 
uo one else a chance. I don't want the 
chairinaiiship for two reasons. The 
man who presides over a body of this 
kind, if honest and fair, ia a figurehead. 
If he were disposed he might abuse hia 
power to the advantage or disadvantage 
of one aide or the other. I think I can 
be of more service to the party on the 
lloor. My only desire is to see silver 
win. I want to see a free silver ticket 
with a free silver platform. For myself 
I want notliing." 

Altgeld said he had no idea who would 
be temporary or iiurniaiient clndrman, 
but both positions would be filled by 
men acceptable to the free silver Deiuo- 
crutB. RL'gar;ling the presidential nomi- 
nee, ho said he had no preference. It 
was too soon yet to fix upon a man. The'- " 
chief object now was to see to it that^- 
tbe righta of the majority werenot Inter- 
fered with by Wall street gold.' , '" :

They are both dividend 
payers. The manager. Patsy Clark, was 
very kind in giving us all the informa- 
tion wc asked for. The Silrerine, a 
mine which is now being developed, is 
showing a very high grade of mineral 
and bids fair to bo one of the l)i<; pro- 
perties of llie camp. It is owned lari^eiy 
liy Charlie Sweeney, an old-time miner 
and one of the owners of the famous 
LastCluuice mine in the Coeur tl'.Alene. 
We are under obliKutions to Mr. yweeney 
for his kindness in showing us over the 
camp and chaperoning us generally. 

"There are ninny prospects now be- 
ing opened that are showing not only 
indications, but in many cases quite e.x- 
tensive bodies of mineral, and all of 
tliera will undoubtedly prove to be good 
mines. However, there are many wild- 
cat aehenies without any value to them 
whatever that ai-o being foisted on t!i« 
people hy way of selling stocks in them, 
wliich can only result iiiloss to the inno- 
cent iiurelia.ser of the stock.

wdiere to-day lu; t;ives an address to the 
Metchosin agricultural society on "Dai- 
ry Topics. " ills intention is to atari a 
cinirse of practical dairy instruction at 
Duncan next week for the lienelit of 
those who desire to jiost themselves in 
the most modern iiiethoda of making 
butter. The course will last about three 
weeks and the creamery plant has by 
the courtesy of the board of directors 
been placed at Mr. Marker's disposal 
during tlie course of instruction. 
This includes tlie care and management 
of creamery macliiijery, the handling 
and separation of milk, ripening of 
cream, churning and butter making, 
milk testing, book-keeping, etc. The 
tuition is free and every means vyill he 
taken to make the instruction of the 
greatest practical value from a farmer's 
luid dairyman's standpoint. Those who 
iiitiMiil to attend the course shouldcoin- 
municate with Mr. Marker at Duncan. 
The success of the Duncan creamery has 
alreaily been very marked. The niiik 
of some 250 cows, aiiiouutiiig to -1,500 
lbs., is beinur received diiily and tbe out- 
put of butter is about bSO lljs. a day,

Pasha— Governor of Darfni*— 
81ave of the Khalifa. 



Friend of General Gordon— In the 
Bloody Heart of the Dark 
Cuutinent. 



The sound ot the ombeya— the Sudan- 
ese war horn, made from an elephant's 
tusks — was for four years a challenge to 

which Shilin, at, the neml of liis brown 
and hlcick soKliere, cheerfully responded. 
At thiit liinii (durin:^ the four ye:us from 
1879 to l.S.S;i J he wiia military governor 
of Diirfur, and cleverly held the province 
for his employer, the Egyptian govern- 
ment. But during the twelve next fol- 
lowing year.s (1883 to 1895) the eamc 
potent and melani-holy notes tjave warn- 
ing of the expeditions of hife own coru- 
panioiia, for lie was the Dervishes' cap- 
tive and the Khalifa's servant. Last 
year he esca]H'(l ; to-day he is with the 
Anglo-lOgypLian forces advancing u|i the 
Nile, lie is again to penetrate that inuat 
outlandish inland, lhat region of the 
elepliaiit's tank war-horn, the bloody 
lieart of tlie Dark Continent. j 

Keviewing his life thus far, we first' 
recall the fact that he was a lieutenant 
in the Austrian army, serving in the 
regiment of the unfortunate Crown 
Prinoe Rudolf, when General U onion 
wrote inviting him to try his luck in 
Central Africa", the invitation was ac- j 
cepted, and as soon as lus engiigementa | 
permitted Slatiu placed hiifiself at Gor- 
don's disjiosal. j 

Evidently the liegiiiiiiiig was full of' 
interest, of exhilaration. Gordon hiui- i 
self was an luieoiiiiiioiily attractive man 
— warin-lieartei-1, cool-lieaded ; generous, ' 
if not recklees, of purse and i)er8on ; 
moving so rapidly from i)Uu:e to i)lace, ! 
wherever his iiresence was rec|uired, ' 
that he bullied the coinbinatioiis of liis 
eneinie.'j, yet, when the light was at its 
worst, lindiiig lime to light a cigarette. | 
Stiniuiated by Gordon's example, U|)- 1 
held by his friendship, Slatin look the 
first steps in a career that promised a 
very great and very quickly earned re- 1 
ward. Ho was in high spirits. When 
be had headache, and a native doctor 
who had been called in to attend him 
squeezed the sufTerer's head between his 
black hands, and, to exorcise the head- 
ache-devil, spat in his face, Slatiu could 
see the luiniorof il — after having knock- 
ed the doctor down. And with not h'l-s 
genial tolerance ho could remark lhat 
sulpliur was one of the choice |ie\-fiinies 
of the country, and that in some of his 
campaigns, allhough Ihe field of opera- 
tions lay lietwceii the lOll; and lolh ile- 
grci'?, hi.H t roops suH'eri'd from the in- 
tense ciilil. J'A"ei-ylhiiig Kciniied to be 
coming his way, an<l [iresently ho found 
himself in ail iuiportantcommand asGov- 
ernor-General of the province of Darfur. 
Then c-oininenced the ditlicullies and re- 
verses, to understand which wo must 
take note of the political situation. 

For more than sixty year.? the Turks 
and Kgypiiaus had held the Sudan. 
From Dariur, in ttie extreme west, to 
Abyssinia in the east, and as far south 
as Equi'.tdrdu , roai;lily speaking, tlieir 
away exteniled. Military and trading 
])Osis liad Ijt'en established, the i():uls 
were com|'arativelj' safe for travrl, lor- 
eign missionaries were at their work, ' 
and to euthusiaate it fieemed that the 
Sudan would be the starting point for 
civdif.ing iiiid Christianizing the whole 
continent. To the gods itseenied other- , 
wise. Two groat mistakes had been' 
made: taxation was l)oili excessive and 
inequitable, and the slave trade (the' 
very spice of African life, the very savor : 
of salt' to it, and the zest in its every en- 
terprise) was discouraged. Well, there ; 
was no question about the discontent 
that this inifiolicy had aroused. Discon- 
tent was i)atent and almost universal; 
there wei'e stormy outbreaks from time 
to time, l)iit there was no storm i;entre. 
The Sudanese are Arabs and Blacks be- 
longing to many Iriiies and natiouH, liv- 
ing as Ihougli still in pages of the Old 
Testament 111- the .Vrahiaii Nights, with- 
out a single iiMidt.'ni idea of (■o-operali(jn I 
or confederal ion. I 

Such was tlie stateof things lhat made 
an opportunity for Mohammed Ahmed, 
a religious sheik, who styled himself the 
Mahdi — Prophet of God. next to Mahom- 
raed; in all Idstory the most inii)ortant 
person but one. I destroy this world, 
and I construct the world to come," said 
the Mahili ; and again, in conversation, 
" Drink of the river of niy words, and 
lhat will bo of inealiniable benefit to 
you." ■Self-coiili<h'nt, virile, niiignetifi, 
this Mohammed .\hmu(l imposed him- 
self upon the people; an ohaessioii put 
in place of nn oppression. A miglily 
wave of famiticLsm gathered, black, com- i 
bining witli religious fren/.y. He 
])reached a doctrine the people could an- j 
deratand, and he proniiHe(i their hearts' | 
desire, Certain irksome restraints were 
enjoined, it is true; tobaocoaud alcoholic 
drinks were forbidden; but he did not 
scrutinize like a Pharisee nor practice 
too righteoualy. In private life he ami 
hia officers allowed themselves every 
excess, and the jiet weakness of the 
Sudanese, fur from being restrained, 
was encouraiied l>y precept and example. 
Anil he procliiimed u holy war. 

Slatin implies that Abdullahi, the 
Khalifa, next in authority and in order 
of succession, the present ruler of tlio 
Dorvishes, suggested the foregoing pro- 
gramme to Ahmed. lie that as it may, 
the two men aeled in {■oncort, moving 
westward from tlie (jezira (the district 
wedged between the Blue an ihe White 
Niles— the flrst stronghold of Mahiliani), 
and completely mastered Kordofaii, the 
province lying east of Darfur. 

'Thus Slatin found commuuicatiou 
with Egypt cut oiT. But that was tlie 
only avenue of intercourse with tlie out- 
side world. On every aide were novel 
dangers, and he stood alone, the solitary 
European in a foreign country, and in 
the midst of an intrigainK and hostile 
I)opnlaiion. Ah lie himself says : "For 
four years I struggled alone to uphold 
(111! go"vei iiinent,'s iiutliorily in the pro- 
vince wliicli had been intrusted to my 
care au'ain-r llie great fanatical move- 
nieiil." His sense of his duly to hia 
employers seems to liave l)i'en uncom- 
monly lividy ; (iii to iiiainlaiii the 
governmeiit'H auihoriiy ; ainjlhinij to les- 
Hon hostility to hiniself as the goverii- 
nient's repr entdive! So he openly 
professetl himself a Mohammedan, on 
being assured that his subjects objected

to his faith. Anything and everything 

would be justified, he believed, if only it 

would enable him to hold out until 
I the arrival of Hicks Pasha's relief expe- 
I (lition. Ten thousand men in an enor- 
] nious sipiare, with six thousand camels 

croweled inside the human (luadrangle, 
I were advancing from the Nile, offering 
I such a liberal target that no Sudanese 
j rifle could miss its mark. That was the 
I only hoije, and it utterly failed; the 
I army was annihilated. The story of the 

awful hliinder was told by one who 
I seated himself on the edge of Shilin'a 
' carnet, lest he should soil it with his 

blood. And then Slatin surrendered 

(December, I.S,S:3). 

\ Captivity, with its tiresome lesson of 
obedience and patience, witli the poor 
consolation that " he who lives long sees 
much," was the next phase of this 
I strange experience. Slatin put on a 
'jibba covered with patches, took the 
oath of allegiance to the Mahdi, and, to 
prove himself a zealous convert, made a 
Ijiactico of going through his |)rayera 
most carefully in the sight of the by- 
standers, holding ill hia hand the rosary 
udiich all L'ood Mohammedans carry; 
but in reality be was repeating over and 
over again ihe l/jrd's prayer. A neck- 
chaiii was Ix'etowed upon him— hut not 
for purposes of adornment, nor to be 
laid aside at will. It conlaineil eiglity- 
thrco links, each a span long. He 
would wrap it around his body, and in 
this iron casing (if it became necessary 
to move him from one camp to another) 
he was lifted on a donkey, and held in 
position by a man on each side; other- 
wise the weight would have made him 
overbalance and fall. 

Meantime Gordon had been besieged 
in Khartum, offering such resistance as 
was possible when the gijrrison was dis- 
affected or half won over to the new 
Prophet of God. The town was carried 
by assault on the 36tli of .lanuary, 1885; 
and to prove to Slatin the full extent of 
this calauuty by a single artriiment, 
three black soldiera, with insulting ges- 
tures, brougbl (iordon's head wrapped 
in cloth. Kl Mabdi also ilied within the 
year. 

The diemvery was made thai Slatiu 
had hoped to escape and aid liis general; 
BO he, and a number (jf slaves wlio were 
under sentence for having murdered 
their masters, were bound together by a 
long chain passing around their feet 
and fastened to the trunk of a tree. But 
after a term of such imprisonment it 
occurred to the Khalifa, who had suc- 
ceeded to the Mahdi's power, that he 
was denying himself a rare pleasure; for 
he had only to make Slatin a member 
of his own hoii.oehold in order to empha- 
size his ''oiKpiest. He would then be 
able to point to the Euroijean 
with the remark: "This man 
was once a high ollicial of the gov- 
ernment. He i,'-: now my slave." There- 
fore Slatin became a member of the 
Khalifa's household, and stood at his 
master's ''onr in Bunshine and in rain, 
walked barefooted beside his master's 
horse, and attended fivi; prayers daily at 
the mosciue in Omdurman ; and when be 
had found favor through diplomatic flat- 
tery, the Khalifa would send, 
as his reward, ugly black wives, 
whom Slatin would i)ass on 
to his servants — and then somehow 
contrive to support his increasing family 
of dependents on a beggarly and uncer- 
tain pittance. Finally tlie Khalifa's 
cousin was ofTered in marriage, anil 
Slatin had the courage to refuse lier. 
Serviliid(! more galling could not he im- 
agined. When news came of bis 
mother's death in Austria, and Slatin 
communicated this to his inaHler, the 
latter said : "Your niol her i;aunot ex- 
pect God's mercy," being nothing hut a 
Christian. 

There was little relief if ho turned his 
eyes outward. In the country along and 
between the White and Blue Niles mis- 
government by the tyrant of the Der- 
vishes was productive of disasters, and 
then grim famine. There were terrible 
months at the close of IHS9, when hor- 
rors came tumbling over each otlii^r in 
their eagerness to shock ami to distress. 
"On one occasion," Slatin says, " I re- 
member seeing a man who had seized a 
bit of tallow, and hail (n-ammed il, into 
his mouth before its owner could stop 
him. The latter jmnued at his throat, 
closed his liainls rniind it, and pressed it 
tall Ihe man's e\ i-s protruded; but he 
kept his iiioulli t rglitly closed until ho 
fell down insensible." . . Again: 
"One night— it was full moon — 
I was going home, when I 
saw sometliing moving on the 
ground, and went near. As I approached 
I 8a\^ three almost naked women, with 
their long t.iingled hair hanging about 
their shoulaers. They were squatting 
round a ytuuig donkey, which was lying 
on lIuMgrouiid. They had torn " .en its 
body with their teeth, and Wi-re de- 
vouring its intestines while the poor 
animal was still breathing. Infuriated 
by hunger, they gax.ed . at ine like 
maniacs. . . ." ,\nd ag;iin : " .\ 
woman of the .(aaliii (who an.' jierliapa 
the moat moral triiie in the Sudan), 
aci-o III paid I'd by her only daughter, a 
lovely young uirl, dragged iun-aelf wearily 
to my liouse; buth were at (h^alli'a door 
fiom .starvation. The wcuiian said, 
' Take this, my only daughter, as your 
slave: savi; her from death by starva- 
tion!' and as she said this tlie tears 
streamed down her poor wan idieidis. . 

. . Another woman was accused of 
eating her own child. Every day the 
waters of the Blue and White Niles 
swept past Omdurman hundreds of 
bodies of the wretched peasants who had 
died along the banks. Several fathers 
of families bricked up the doors of their 
houses, and, muted with their children, 
calmly awaited death. . . . .After a 
time no one daretl to go out into the 
atrcels wilbuut an armed escort, for they 
feared beiiitr atlackiMl and ealen nj); the 
iiiliaiiitants iiad become animals — canni- 
bals:" 

There are no weak regrets, there is no 
self iiity, in Slatin's narrative of these 
events, of t Ik^so Hidl'erings. An experi- 
ence that would have corrupted a lees 
robust nature has apparently left his

LEARN TO THINK. 

Every intelligent man wlio has tloiie 
much work in an eluctioii ciiinpaign 
iiuiyt havi3 coiiiii to tlie conchi.sion that 
olei'tors need to lieta\iL;lit liow to think. 
Tlic (|iHiStioiiM before the people are often 
intricate, reiniiriim to tlie i)rt>per iimlei' 
standing oi tliem a good deal of iiifoi' 
mation and considerable power of 
thought. The elector whose mind ii 
untrained and whose knowledge is scan 
ty finds it impossible to come to a con- 
eUi.sion which lie considers satisfactory 
" \Vh(j,"sayH a cynical hytitaiuler, " as.- 
pectfi the bulk of the eleclora to think? 
They must more or les.s blindly follow 
their leader.^." But which of the luany 
leaders that offer to guide them are they 
to follow? There are many leaders each 
of whom tries with might and 
main to ijet the crowd to follow liiin. 
It retiiiires siome power of tliotif^lit to 
cln;ose a leader, and the elector who 
cannot tiiink and wlio will not tliiiik \e 
quite as likely to choose the wrong 
leader as the right one. 

And there are many electors who 
honestly try to find the leader who 
has reason and rii^ht on his side, but are 
unable to do so becau.se they are iinuseil 
to llio work of thinkiii};. The artriinients 
of the (lillerent leaiiers, iiisteail of en- 
lightening them, confuse them, Xow 
they believe this disputant to be right, 
and now that. They corne to a conclu- 
sion to-day which to-morrow they see is 
unsound. What they were certain about 
yesterday they doubt to-day, and it 
i.s its likely as not that before election 
ihiy coiuea round they fall a prey to some 
plausible smooth-tongued demagoL;ue 
who prevails upon them to vote against 
their ow^n interest and that of the com- 
munity to which they belong. 

Can this be avoided? Must ;tit elec- 
tion campaign be on ^the i)nrt of the 
voter a political variety of the game of 
blind man's buff? Must the elector be! 
continually grojiing in the dark? We 
are reluctant to believe that this must 
be so. Is not the system of education 
that prevails almost everywhere to 
blame fur the incapacity to think clearly 
!tnd systematically that ao fre(]uently 
liisi^oLirages tliu honest ami intelligent 
canvasser? Are the cliildreii in 
our schools taught to think 
for themselves? Cramming them 
with lessons is not teaching them to 
think. Making it the end and aim of 
their school existence to get marks 
doef3 not strengthen or sharpen the 
reasoning powers. Kdiication fi)r exam- 
ination will not make men and wonicii 
thinkers. Yet it is necesaai-y in these j 
daps of manhood suffrage so to educate | 
children that when their rainda 
they will find little difllculty i 
guiahing sense from lUHiscnse, sound 
argument from plausible fallacy. <,)iieR- 
tions of vei-y great inipoiiaiicc come 
before the peojde for decision; questions, 
indeetl, on which the very existence of 
society depends. It is for them to say 
what in the future are to be the relations 
between capital and labor, what is and 
what is not the legitimate work 
of governments. It will be theirs 
to decide wliether jirojierty in 
the future shall be secure or whether 
society shall be turned upside down in 
the efiort to find some short cut to ease 
and prosperity. 
It may bo said that uneducated people 



many the wisest man of our age— baa 
said " that no government can be wiser 

than the average of its component con- 
stituents. Nay, that no government 
can go beyond the Doint indicated by 
the average wisdom of the citizens by 
whom it has been elected." 

A very clever fjpglisliman said after a 
law'fiadbeen paSHe'd by the British par- 
liament granting to the people a wide 
exteneion oi the fi-anchise : " These are 
our masters ;coine, let us educate them." 
What Mr. Lowe meant by education 
was doubtless teaching the people to dia- 
tinguiali between wisdom and foolish- 
nees, between what is good for the nation 
and what ia hurtful.

The Dominion steamer Quadra re- 
turned from her cruise along the West 
Coast in the interests of the sealing in- 
dustry yesterday evening. .All the vil- 
lages where Indian h unters are engaged 
were visited, viz. : I'oi t San .hum, 
Dodger Cove, Port Isflingliam. l.^cluclet, 
Clayoquot, Ahouaal, iloaiiniot, Nootka, 
Neuchatlitz and Kyuquot. The Quadra 
left Kyuqnot on her return July 1, the 
sealing achooners in that i)ort intending 
to leave during that day being the Ven- 
ture, l''avorite. Rate and South Bend. 
The San .lose sailed on June ;iO. In 
Neuchatlilz were tlie Dolphin and City 
of San Diego; both were to leave Rolling 
Roadstead on July 1. The Dolphin re- 
ported having lost one of her anchors 
and chains. On passing Hesquiot dur- 
ing the afternoon ot the Ist ttie Ainoko 
was observed at anchor andlbeZillah 
May Htandmg out under sail. The Sap- 
phire, from Clayoquot, was passed the 
same afternoon running westward be- 
fore the east ily wmil then blowing. On 
tlie return of the (.iuatlrc, t ) Clayo(iuot 
July 1, all ttie sciioonera from tliere 
had sailed. At .\liousat the aidiooners 
.Vnnie C. iMore, Libbie, C. D. Rand, 
and Walter L. Rich were still in port on 
.Inly 2, but the captains informed Cajjt. 
Walbran that they all honed to leave 
that day or the lollou ing one. On .July 
2 ilie Djra Sieward and Carrie C. W. 
were atill in I'ldmlet; the Beatrice was 
passed under sail oU' that port where she 
was going to sign some more hunters 
before the slii|)ping master there. In 
Port Ksaingtdu the Maud .S. was in 
linrbor, but w.ia to aail on the yrd, .Vll 
the VO!i.^els in Dodgel' C'uve had .-.died oil 
the arrival of the tjuadra there on the 
evening of the 2nd, and from lu-re tlie 
(■iuadra returneti ilirect to \'ictoria. Pine 
clear weather was experienced through- 
out the cruise. Wliilst lying in Clan- 
ninick harbor, Kyuquot sound, Cnpt. 
Walbran e.vaniined and fixed by se.Ktant 
angles the exact position of the ilanger- 
ons rock lying in the fairway to tliat 
harbor, which rock has been marked 
on admiralty chart No. 717, for 
years "position doubtful." The 
rock is of small extent, has 
a depth on it at low water of (>'.. feet, 
with di^ep water close aronuil. It is un- 
marked Ijy kelp or seaweeil. The rock 
bears fr.im Chief Hock N. by W'., mag- 
netic, distant 2'.| cables. Captain Wal- 
bran afterwards sounded the harbor and 
found it free I'runi all other danirera and 
an excellent anchorage. Tlie rock 
mark'ed on the east side of the entrance 
to the Ijarboi' shows 4 feet:ithigli water, 
and there is a good channel between this 
ruck and the eastern shore; the t^uiidra 
left the harbor by this channel. \Vhen 
the tiuadrn was entering IJclnelel, on 
July 2, hy the Carolina channel, it being 
near low water at the tinte, two kelp 
patches were noticed, the outer kelp 
patch beine in the middle of the 
channel. On anchoring in ITcluelet, 
Captain Walbran immediately ex- 
amined both patches and fixed their 
positions by angles. The least lieptb on 
the outer jiatcb was found to be ."i 
fathoms, and (Ui the inner one IP., 
fathoms at low water, 'the depth given 
1)11 the .\dmiraity charC where t;hese 
shoal iialches exist, ranges from 15 to 10 
fallioiiis. Traidngs showing these addi- 
tiiius anil i-orrecjions will be duly for- 
warded to ihe Marine and Kisheries de- 
parlment. The captains of the sealing 
schooners again expiessed to Captain 
Walbran their satisfii(!tion at the gov- 
ernment sending the (.Jiiadraon tliisnse- 
ful West Coast patrol, ami the good 
i^lha't her jiresence had at thodiHerenl 
villagea where the Indian seal hunters 
are cuiiiaged.

TUi: LONG OVKKDUK " CAMUUSDOON," 

The anuounccmont made in yester- 
day's Coi.o.N-isr that the Pritisli bark 
Caiubuadoon, the long overdue sugar 
vessel, had passed up the Straits on 
Ijiursda.y morning', crcnted excitement 
among shipping men. Until late in the 
day no'confirmation oi the report could 
be obtained, but a telegram to the Coi.- 
o.sisT from Vancouver last evening an- 
nounced that she had reached there, her 
skipper attributing her long de- 
lay to calm weather. The bark 
was out 181 days from .Java 
and reinsurance to the amount of (i.j 
guineas bad beiui oU'ered. The average 
liaaaago from Java ia about lO.'i days.

Then, again, the 
ship might never arrive, and a loss 
would have been sustained. The Cam- 
busUoon is a modern ship, and worth 
4;75,000, and the cargo added at least 
}!100,000 more to the risk. Thirty thona- 
and dollars would have purchased both 
vessel and cargo the day before her ar- 
rival.

SUICIDE AT WESTMINSTER. 

A Well Known Citizen Shoots Himself After 

Attempting to Poison His Son. 

AVkst.minstkii, July 3. — Yesterday 
afternoon W. H. Burr, one of Naw 

Westminster's well known citizens, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in 
his room in the liurr block. Shortly 
before -1 o'clock Mrs. Gordon, wife of the 
janitor, heard the report of a lirearm, 
and rushing into the room, found Burr 
stretched out on the floor, with a bullet- 
hole through his head, and a revolver 
lying beside him. Three letters signed 
by the suicide were found on a chair' in 
the room. From one of these it 
learned that about Wny 21 Burr made 
up his mind to die, and also that his 
young son slionld not be left behind to 
grow up a wicked man. In a letter writ- 
ten on the same date. Burr makes men- 
tion that he sent his wife to Vancouver, 
and tried to jioison his little son by a 
dose of landanuni, but the attempt 
failed. He also expressed a hojie that 
the Sun Life Insurance Cumjiany, whicli 
held a mortgag'e on his bloidi, would 
underlake the education of his child. 
Burr was in financial dilliculties, which 
prompted him to commit the act.

Wouiiui Tries to Siiinniiirily 
Avenije Her Sister's Alleged 
Wrongs. 



Sa.s- FiiA.scisi'o, July I!, — During the 
progress of Lillian Ashley's suit against 
F;.J. Baldwin fm- $75,000 for seduction, 
yesterday morning Emma Ashley, sister 
of LiUian, tried to f>hoot the millionaire 
defendant. She fired at Baldwin, but 
the bullet missed. Lillian Ashley in 
cross-examination testified that she bad 
never worn her hair crimj)ed. That 
morning the delence had a picture of 
her showing her liair dressed with 
crimps of extraordinary size. Asked if 
it was her picture, Lillian said, " It may 
be, lull 1 don't think so." 

At these words Emma Amanda Ash- 
ley, sister of the plaintiff, rose from her 
seat, carrying a small bug, and walked 
behind the chair where Lucky Baldwin 
was silling. From the bag she took a 
revolver, which she leveled at Baldwin's 
hciid, the inu/./.le being two iiiches from 
Ills skull. She tried to ])ull the triirger, 
Imt could 111)1, and had to use both 
hands. J'A-ery one was engr()sse(l with 
the tcsliiuony, and nobody knew Bald- 
win's daiig(!r until the re|)ort of the 
jiistol was heard. It had missed Bald- 
win's hc:id, and Hiiima Ashley was try- 
ing to lire again, but the pistol did not 
discluU'L'e readily. 

11. A. Uiiruh, Baldwin's business 
manager, jumped towards towards the 
woman, struck her a violent blow on the 
wrist, and wrested the pistol from her 
grasp. Lillian Ashley turned pale and 
almost fainted in the witness chair. At- 
torney James Crittenden, for the de- 
fence, rushed to tlie assistance of Emma 
Ashley, putting his hand in his pistol 
pocket. Uiiruh covered Crittenden with 
Emma's i)istol, but Crittenden drew bis 
jMstol, ami the spectators tliought more 
shooting would follow. Meantime Em- 
ma .Ashley had nin across the room, fol- 
lowed hy Baldwin, who thought she 
had another pistol. Baldwin hehi 
her until a bailiff osc(j-ted her to the 
city prison, where she was booked on the 
charge of attempt to cuniniit murder. 

Emilia Ashley is believed to he insane. 
During the trial she has sfient her time 
in court reading tiie Bible. When taken 
to jail she sang " Nearer, my God, to 
Thee," in a loud voice. Baldwin \vi\b 
crazy with rage, and wanted a chance to 
fight some one. Hia hair was singed by 
the powder and the bullet passed within 
an mch of his head. Ilis cacape is 
ascribed to the woman's inexperience 
with firearms. The pistol was thrown 
u|iward by the recoil after the trigger 
was pulled. 

The bullet was found in the wall lo 
feet from .fudge Slack's chair. J'"vervoii(^ 
in the court room was asked if he or she 
were iiniiiMl, the case was about to lie 
resuuu'il, when l.iilian Ashley, the plain- 
tiff, bruke down. " My baby is sick and 
I'm afraid she is going tu die," she cried. 
" .My sister, niv baby I " The case was 
then coutiiined until next Monday. 

Miss Jhunia .Vsbley, in speaking of her 
attempt to kill Baldwin, said: "It 
would not have been murder; it would 
have been retribution. I tried to kill 
that man because I believed it my duty 
before God to rid the windd of the 
wretch who dragged my innocent sister 
down to the lowest depths. 1 believed 
it to be Cod's will that he should die by 
my hand, but it was not to be, and I ac- 
cept His will. My act was inspired 
by what I con<:eived to be my duty to 
(ioil aii<l humanity. " It is the general 
opinion that the woman has become 
crazed by excessive religious devotion 
and brooding over her sister's wrongs. 

Had Lawyer Crittenden drawn his 
pistol, which he reaidied for, in all prob- 
ability there would have been more 
shooting. Henry Unruli, who seized 
Miss Asnley's weapon, held it above his 
head. He was watching Crittenden and 
waiting for liim to draw. Fortunately 
tho lawyer was prevented from pulling 
his pistol, and bloodshed was avoided.

A liuiidreel and eiglity million dollars 
seema a sam far beyond even the dreams 
of the very wealthy, to say notbingof 

tlio oidiiiiuy every-iliiy person. Vet 
hero in Victoria, livinj; in a modest little 
liouse on llunild street, are a family that 
do not dream, but look forward with 
quiot conlidenco to Doasessiiig not only 
this LMionnous sum Viut a whole Iriuli 
county thruwii in. 

Mr. A. V. Kreinuith, who came here a 
short time ago and now plays the solo 
cornet in the Filth Keiiiiiient band and 
wields the baton as leader of the Vic- 
toria theatre orchestru, is the hu^sl)aIul 
of one of the claimants to tlio estate of 
the O'Neills of Antrim. Mrs. W. K.

There in a 
roniantiit story of how the first O' Neill 
came hy nis property and his name of 
the " Ked Hand." In the uood olil 
fashioned way of aovereiuiis Jlenrv H 
conferred a j^reat tract of land in County 
Antrim on the one of two suitors wlio 
would get there first. Of these the Jied 
O'Neill was one. The time of the con- 
test was fixed ; good Iving Henry acted as 
starter, the course being from Windsor 
Castle to the land in question, the con- 
dition being that the man who first laid 
hand on the land should take the prize. 

Away sped CNeill and his rival for 
the ICnierald Isle and crossed the Irish 
sea heedless of anything but of the land 
greed that even in the present day has 
actuated the wild rush of the " bonnier."
